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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
amendment of 1 1/20/2007 is entered. 

2. The claimed invention is a solid reagent comprising an organic polymer base in 
which a graft polymer side chain is introduced onto the backbone of the organic polymer 
base, wherein the graft polymer side chain has a formula (I) specified in the 
independent claim 35 or formula (II) specified in the independent claim 36, and wherein 
in each formulae (I) and (II) the X" is a reactive functional group selected from the group 
consisting of hypochlorite ion, periodate ion, peroxide ion, chlorate ion, dichromate ion, 
perruthenate ion, tetrahydroborate ion, cyanotrihydroborate ion, tribromide ion, cyanide 
ion, thiocyanate ion, azide ion and nitrate ion. 

3. The references of record are Komatsu et al Patent 6,844,371 , Sugo et al Patent 
6,228,135 and Andreola et al Patent 5,643,968. Each reference discloses ion exchange 
membranes having ion exchange functionality. However, none of these references 
discloses the particular X" groups specified in the present claims. None of the cited 
references discloses a process for preparing a solid reagent wherein the graft polymer 
side chain having the quaternary ammonia-type anion exchange group for claim 35 or 
4-vinylpyridine anion exchange group for claim 36 upon contacting with a solution 
containing claimed reactive functional group X" is converted into the reactive functional 
group of the resulting ion-exchange polymer. 

4. In addition, references under X Category to: WO 01 91 05, DE 4028326, WO 
9932705 have been considered. 
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5. WO 01 91 05 belongs to a Patent Family to U.S. Patent 6,844,371 to Komatsu et 
al. Reference has been considered in the prior office action mailed on 06/20/2007 
(pages 3-4) and is reviewing in the paragraph 3 above. Komatsu (the same inventor's 
name) is the closest reference. Komatsu does not disclose the limitation of the particular 
X" groups specified in the present claims. 

6. DE 4028326 belongs to the Patent Family to US 5556708 to Horl et al. Horl 
discloses a grafting process wherein a polymer substrate is activated by high-energy 
radiation. The grafted polymerizable monomer may contain nitrogen moiety having 
ability to a second reaction to accept dye/pigment. Horl does nor disclose claimed graft 
polymer side chain having formula (I) nor formula (II). 

7. WO 9932705 discloses a graft polymerization processusing a radiation treatment 
of a substrate. The grafted monomer may be a substituted aryl having pyrrodinile 
moiety, page 18, line 7. There is no second reaction with X" reactive groups specified in 
the present claims. 

8. Claims 2-4, 6, 12-14, 18-21 and 35-47 are deemed to contain allowable subject 
matter.
